SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled The Butterfly Effect is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 


The feature The Butterfly Effect has previously been examined and classified on 35mm 
film format (see OFLC 400386). The film was classified as "Objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 
years" with the descriptive note "Contains violence, offensive language and sexual 
themes". The decision was registered on 19 March 2004. While the two features 
appear to be identical, the feature on the DVD has a different ending to that of the 
previously classified 35mm film. However, the ending depicted on the 35mm film is 
found on the Deleted Scenes component featured on the DVD. 

Along with the feature, the DVD contains some additional components including two 
short behind-the-scenes and interview components, two short featurettes about the 
"chaos theory" and time travelling, several deleted scenes and a trailer for the feature. 
The extra components do not alter the classification from that given to the 35mm film. 
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
